husband in the right side of the chest 
and as he further rose and 
faced the 
mao mith the weapon w is 
met with* 
another 
bullet 
which pierced 
the 
heart, killing 
him 
instantly. 
Mrs. 
Rauen died on the way to a hospital. 
W hile living in Chicago 
last year 
it i*> said, 
Mrs. Rauen had

band arrested for making threats They 
returned to Wusbirgton in Jan u ary and 
on February 2 Rauen was arrested for 
assaulting bis wife 
He is alleged to 
Lave choked her severely and received 
a s il ty day sentence.

murderer said that 
bis 
brother had 
threatened his life which Its] 
bim to 
be constantly on the alert. He said, 


“ When I left the work bouse I went 
to see my brother.

w o r d s and be told me that 
he would 
get* me some time. I knew he always 
carried a gun and after that talk I tie 
gun to carry mine. I met him on the 
avenue Friday and running my band 
lightly down bis 
side discovered he 
had a gun with him. 


Saturday night when I mas sitting 
with my wife on the front 
step John 
came along and sat 
down. 
My wife 
sat between us 
They seemed to have

John made several 
moves towards 
his back pocket and I felt sure he was 
seeing whether his gun was where be 
could get at it.

Rauen and Miss Ozeluhe Junes were 
married in Washington on Septemlier 
5 last 
They went to Chicago where 
they stayed until January. 
The two 
brothers enlisted together in Company 
B, First Hatallion Engineer Corps, and 
Samuel received 
an 
honorable 
d i s ­ 
charge as a corporal. His brother was a 
private 
in 
the 
same 
company but 
mould soon have been promoted 
to a 
corporal. 


Mrs. Rauen was eighteen years old 
and leaves her mother and two broth­ 
ers all living on West Middle street. 
Her 
husband 
is twenty five years old 
and his murdered brother was 
twenty 
three yeais of uge. 


The body of the 
murdered woman 
will be brought to Oettyshurg for 
i n ­ 
terment but word of arrangements for 
the funeral has not yet been received

“Certain varieties of the cultivated 
sw eet cherry 
found 
in

northw est are very subject to a dis­ 
eased condition 
which is commonly 
knowu as ‘cherry gum tnosis/ ” says 
Fred L. Griffin, a grad u ate student of 
the Oregon Agricultural college, dis- 
cussing some iuvestigatlons which ha 
carried on in the plant pathology d e ­ 
partm ent there. 
“The disease is characterized by a 
more or le s s copious exudation of gum 
from the tree," Mr. Griffin c o n t in u e s , 
“tim gum coming from tile branches, 
spurs and finds as well as from the 
trunk, and a pustulated appearance of 
the bark Is noted near the diseased 
areas. 
Often but little gum is exuded, 
but in such c a s e s an exam ination of 
the affected trees generally discloses 
discolored tissues which are Infiltrated 
with gum. 
Such areas ore spongy to 
the touch and ar** usually discernible 
by flu* variation in color of the bark 
us compared with th at of the normal 
Ire**.

cream. 
While it would be impossible 
iii Hie limits of such an article as this 
to give a novice in the dairy business 
as full directions as he desires, n ev e r­ 
theless a few suggestions may be made 
that will prove helpful. 
A suggestion which our correspondent 
m akes in his letter is excellent--nam e­ 
ly, visiting and Inspecting for himself 
some of Hie most successful dairy 
farm s in the section in which he lives. 
lier,* he can make inquiries as to a 
hundred and one details knowledge of 
which would be helpful to him if he is 
going into Hie dairy business, while the 
visual impressions he will Like aw ay 
with him from a shipshape dairy farm 
will he a decided advantage to him.
